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Back in early May, while browsing the Special Events section of QST, | 
happened across a most interesting entry. 


It seemed Erik Weaver, NOEW, was hosting a special event station, namely 
the Kurt N. Sterba Strange Antenna Challenge over the Memorial day 
weekend. If you happen to subscribe to World Radio, you already know 
Krusty Kurt as the gentleman writing the Aerials column every month. Having 
experimented with the Buddipole, | thought this would be an interesting event 
as | have come up with some pretty strange configurations for that system. 


Upon checking the web site for rules 
and other info, | learned that the 
restriction, and part of the challenge 
too, was to use materials for an 
antenna that are normally NOT used 
for antennas. Well, that changed the 
circumstances a bit. As usual, | forgot 
about the event until the Saturday it 
was underway. | can’t remember what 
jogged my memory, but suffice to say 
it was a scramble to come up with 
something. That Saturday was a wash 
as far as the weather was concerned. It was raining so hard, | didn’t even 
want to go outside to try to find something | could throw together. 


Sunday, | nosed around and found a lot of wire, fencing, steel and aluminum 
poles, but wasn’t allowed to use any of that. 


Found some sheet metal, but couldn’t figure out how to make an antenna out 
of the pieces | found on that 
short notice. Keep looking. 

Found some of Jane’s horse pm 
driving carts, but there was not + 
enough metal on them to make 
a decent antenna. Then | 
looked under one of the many 
tarps we have covering both 


unknown treasures and more 
junk. 


AHA! One of her carts (a 
practice one) was all metal. 
That was just the ticket. No 
way THAT could be mistaken 
for an antenna!. | used some of 
the metal sheeting | had found 
earlier for a ground plane, and 
was off and running. 


Using an LDG balun, | hooked 
up two pieces of ordinary wire 
to the setup and ran coax back to the rig. 


Deciding to complicate things, 
chose to experiment with two variables at once just to see if | could not figure 
out where potential problems may lie. | decided to use the Yaesu FT-897 
along with the LDG 897 tuner for the first time instead of mystandard base 
station. 


Now to see if it would load. | hooked up an MFJ antenna analyzer to the

Effective Monday, July 11", a revised FCC Form 605, "Quick- 
Form Application for Authorization in the Ship, Aircraft, 
Amateur, Restricted and Commercial Operator, and General 
Mobile Radio Services," goes into effect. The revised form 
includes a new Question 13 (subsequent questions have been 
appropriately renumbered) that will affect amateurs applying 
for an administrative update (AU) to reflect a change in 
licensee name. 


Question 13 now asks: "If the licensee name is being updated, 
is the update a result from the sale (or transfer of control) of 
the license(s) to another party and for which proper 
Commission approval has not been received or proper 
notification not provided?" Amateur Radio Service applicants 
should always answer "no" to Question 13. Not answering the 
question — which has nothing to do with the Amateur Radio 
Service — could result in dismissal of an application. 


The FCC has indicated that versions of Form 605 prior to July 
2005 will be considered obsolete. But the change will not affect 
the NCVEC Form 605 that VECs and VE teams use.

communications at 5:54 PM EST on 3.890 MHz, disrupting the communications 
by other licensees." It alleged similar occurrences on December 8 & March 31. 


FCC personnel from Boston inspected Baxter's station last November 30. During that visit, the 
FCC said, Baxter demonstrated that he could control his station's transmitter using a telephone 
interface. "Mr. Baxter claimed that he monitored the station from a mobile receiver when not at 
the transmitter and that he could control the transmitter through a land-line or cellular phone.” 


The FCC said last December 1, K1MAN transmitted "a pre-recorded program lasting nearly 
seventy minutes, which consisted of an interview by Mr. Baxter with Mr. Jeff Owens." The 
Commission contends that the transmission "consisted of a lengthy broadcast of the telephone 
interview with Mr. Owens" during which, it says, Baxter explained how Owens could invest in 
franchises of Baxter Associates — a management consulting, executive search and executive 
career management enterprise — and how Baxter planned to market franchises of Baxter 
Associates. 


"Nothing in the program related to Amateur Radio, and no station call sign was given until the 
conclusion of the seventy-minute program," the FCC stated. The Commission said the 
transmission constituted a broadcast and an impermissible one-way transmission. 


On December 19, 2004, the Commission asserts, K1MAN "broadcast transmissions of an 
apparently defective pre-recorded audio tape, which resulted in the repeated transmission of a 
nine-word phrase, and segments thereof, without any intervention of a control operator and 
without the identification of the station's call sign." The transmission lasted some 46 minutes, 
the Commission reported, noting that Baxter's station shut down abruptly in mid-sentence. The 
FCC said this incident indicated that the control operator did not have sufficient control over his 
station. 


The FCC further concluded that Baxter failed to supply information it had requested in its 
warning notices of last September 15 and October 29. Baxter has 30 days to pay the fine or file 
a written statement seeking a reduction or cancellation of the proposed fine.
